2. Inſomuch that Infants 
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when they turn.agaiſt to Gob uufeignedly, are likewife 


waſhed by this Sacrifice from their Sins, in ſuch ſort 
that there remaineth not any Spotof Sin, that ſhall'be 


8 imputed to their Damnation. This is that Juſtification, 


or Righteouſneſs, which St. Paul ſpeaketh of, When he 
ſaith, (Gal. ii.) No Man is juſtified by the Works of the 
Law, but by Faith in Jesus CurrsT. And again, We 
are juſtified by the Faith of CHRIST, and not by the Works - 
of the Law : For by the Werks of the Law ſpall no'Fleſh be 


Juftified. 


3. The great Wiſdom of Gop, in this Myſtery of 


our Redemption, hath tempered his juſtice and Mercy 
together. His Mercy he ſheweth, in delivering us from 

our Captivity, without requiringiany Ranſom'to be paid 

or Amends to be made on our Parts; which thing by us 

had been impoſſible to be done. And whereas it lay not 
in us to do that, he provided aRanſom for us, that was, 


the precious Bady and Blood of his own Son, who, be- 


ſides this Ranſom, ful filled the Law for us perfectly. 


And fo the Juſtice ef Gop and his Mercy embraced to- 


| gether, fulfilled the great Myſtery of our Redemption. 
4. Of this Juſtice and Mercy of Gos knit together, 
ſpeaketh St. Paul, in the third Chapter to the Roms, 


All have finned and come thort of the Glory r Gov : Pit 


are juſtified freely by bis Grace, thro' the Redamption that is 
in Tesus CryrisT : whom Gop hath ſent forth to be a 


Propitiation, thro? Faith in his Blood, And in the 1oth, 


one that believeth : And in the gth Chapter, That which 
was impoſſible by the Law, inaſmuch as it is weak threugh 
tbe Fleh, God ſending his own Son in the likeneſs of ſinful 
Fleſh, and for Sin, condemned Sin in the Fleſh : That the 
Righteouſneſs of the Law might be fulfilled in us, who wat 
not after the Flaſb but after the Spirit. 
: "5+ In theſe Places the Apoſtle -toucheth ſpecially 
three Things, which muſt go together in our Juſtifica. 
tion, Upon Gop's Part, his great Mercy and Grace; 
upon CatisrT's Part, the Satisfaction of God's Juſtice, 


by the offering his Body, and ſhedding his Blood, with 


fulfilling of the Law perfectly and throughly; and upon 
dur Part, True and Lively Faith in the Merits of Irsus 
CER1sT, So thatrn our Juſtification there is 11 only 
. . 5 85 | Gon's 
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"Mercy do Grace, but bis Julie allo; And Þ th Grace 


of Gop doth.not ſhut out the Righteouſneſs of Gop in 


our Juſtification ; ou only ſhotteth out the Righteouſneſs 


of Man; that is to fa _ 85 Righteouſneſs of our Works. 
6. And therefore St. Paul declareth nothing on the Be- 
half of Man, concerning his Juſtification, but only true 


and lively Faith, which itſelf is the Gift of God. And 
yet that Faith doth not ſhut out Repentance, Hope, 


Love, and the Fear of Gop, to be Joined with Faith in 
every Man that is juſtified. But it ſhutteth them out 
from the Oſuce of Juſtifying. 80 that altho? they be all 
preſent together in him that is juſtified, yet hey juſtify 


not all together. 


7. Neither doth Faith ſhut out Good Wakes; necef- 
ſarily to be done afterwards, of Duty towards Gop: (For 
we are moſt bounden to ſerve Gov, in doing Good 


Works, Commanded in Scripture, all the Days 'of our 
Life.) But ve may not do them to this Intent, to be 
juſtified by doing them. For all the good Works we can 
dos are not able to deſerve our Juſtification : But our Ju- 
ſtiſication cometh Freely of the mere Mercy of Gop :- 
And of ſo great and Free Mercy, that whereas all the 


World was not able to pay any Part towards their Ran- 


ſom, it pleaſed him, without any of our deſerving, 1 
prepare for us the moſt precious Jewels of CHR IS T's Body 
and Blood, whereby our Ranſom might be paid, the 


Law fulfilled, and his Juſtice ſatisfied. So that CnRIST 
is now the Righteouſneſs of all them that truly believe in 


him. He for them paid their Ranſom by his Death. He for 


them fulfilled the Law in his Life; ſo that now in him and 


by him every Chriſtian may be called a Fulkfiller of the 


Law. Foraſmuch as that which their Infirmity | lacked, 
CHRIS T's Righteouſneſs hath ſupplied. 


8. Ye have heard, that no Man can be Juſtified by his 
own Works, in as much as no Man fulfilleth the Law: 
And St. Paul, in his Epiſtle to the Galatians, proveth the 


ſame, ſaying, If there had been a Law given which could 


hawe juſtified, werily Righteouſneſs ſhould hawe been by the 
| Law. And again: If Righteouſneſs come by the Law, 


then is CHRIST dead i in vain. And to the Ephefrans he 
faith, (Chap. ii.)

And that we are juſtified only by this true and live- 
wy. aick in CHRIST, fpake all ths ancient Authors; eſ- 
St. Cyprian, Origin, St. Chry/oflom, Hilary, Ba- 
fih St. Ambroſe, and St. Augu/tin : By which they take 
away clearly all Merit of our Works, and wholly aſeribe 
— at joflificatios unto CHRIS . This Faith the Holy 
Scripture teacheth us, is the ſtrong Rock and Foundation of 
the C briftian Religion. This Dodrint all ancient Authors of 
_ Canrs7's Church do approve. This Doctrine jetteth forth 
_ the true Glory CHRIS and beateth down-the vain G 
of Man. T his whoſoever denieth, is not to be accounted for a 
 Chriftian Man, nor for a feiter forth of Cain. 137's Glory 3 
but for an Adverſary to CarenrsT and his Gofpel, and for a 
fetter forthof Man's vain Glory. 
10. But that this true Doctrine of Jaſtification by Faith 
may be truly underſtood, obſerve, that Juflification is 
the Office of God only; and is not a Thing which we 
render unto him, but which we receive of him by his 
free Mercy, thro* the only Merits of his beloved Son. 
And the true Senſe of this Doctrine, dr are ified freely 
by F zith without Works ; or, we are juſtified by Faith in 
ORRST only, is not, chat this our own Act ro believe in 
CarrsT, or this our Faith in CarrsT, which is within 
us, doth-jaltifiy us; (for that were to account ourſelves 
to be juſtified by ſome Act or Virtue that is within our- 
ſelves) but that altho' we have Faith, Hope, and Cha- 
rity within us, and do never ſo many Works thereunto;

Charity, and all other Virtues and good Works, which 
we either have done, ſhall do, or can do, as far too weak

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11. As then Fobn Baptiſt, as t and ly a Man 
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as he was, yet in this Matter of forgiving Sin put the 
People from him, and pointed them to CHRIST, ſaying, 
Behold the Lamb of Gov which taketh aui the Sins of the 
World: Even ſo as great and godly a Virtue as Faith 
is, it putteth us from itſelf, and pointeth us to CHñRIS 
io have only by him Remiſſion of Sins or Juſtification. 
So that our Faith, as it were, faith unto us thus: I 7s 
not I that taketh aauay your Sins.

12. And in Truth, neither our Faith nor our Works = 
do that is, derve Remiſſion of our Sins: but 
Gon led doch jofify o us, of his own Mercy, thro?. the 
Merits of his Son only, Nevertheleſs, becauſe by Faith 
iven us of Gop, we embrace the Promiſe of Gov's 
Mercy, and of the Remiſſion of our Sins; z therefore the 
Scripture ſaith, at Faith doth juſtify, yea, Faith wwith- 
out Works. And as it is all one to fay, Faith awithout 
Forks, and. Only Faith doth juſtify us, therefore the Anci« . | 
ent Fathers from Time to Time ſpeak thus: Only Faith, 
Juftifieth us, meaning no other than St. Paul meant when 
he ſaith, Fairh without Works juftifieth'us. And becauſe 
this is wrought through the only Merits of Cnr1sT, and 
not thro our Merits, or thro the Merit of any Virtue we | 
have within us, or of any Work that cometh from us: | 
Therefore in that reſpe&, we renounce, as it were, again, [ 
Faith, Works, and all other Virtues. For our Corruption 
through original Sin is ſo great, that all our Faith, Cha- 
rity, Words and Works, cannit merit er d ſer ve any Part of .

But as he that readeth 
Cz/ar's Commentary, tho? he believeth it to be true, 
et is not properly ſaid, to believe in Cz/ar, of whom 
e looketh for no Benefit: Even ſo he that believeth all 
the Bible to be true, and yet liveth ungodly, is not 


properly ſaid to believe in God : For he hath net ſuch 


a Faith and Truft in Gov, whereby he ſurely looketh 
for Grace, Mercy, and everlaſting Life at Gop's Hand.
